1 . This declaration supplements my declaration which was signed on March 
28, 2002 for the above-identified U.S. patent application, Serial No. 09/992,239, and 
which was submitted to the U.S. Patent Office on April 4, 2002. 

2. On September 3, 2002, one set of U.S. patent application papers 
(including copy of specification, claims, drawings, declaration of inventors, and 
assignment for inventors) corresponding to the above-identified U.S. patent application, 
Serial No. 09/992,239, was received from the Dayton offices of the Intellectual 
Property Section of the Law Department for forwarding to inventor Ward in the above-
